One hundred and forty-four years 
ago Jam es Gettys. founder of G et­ 
tysburg, deeded to Michael Hoke, 
one of the pioneer residents of the 
Borough, a lot number eighty-seven. 
on “York street and bounded by 
lot num ber eighty eight and by the 
same North one hundred and eighty 
one feet and six inches to a twelve 
foot alley and by the said alley west 
sixty 
feet 
to lot 
num ber eighty 
six and by the same south one hun­ 
dred and eighty one feet and six 
inches to York street afoeresaid and 
by said street east sixty one feet 
to the place of beginning.” 
Tile consideration involved in this 
transaction, according to the origi­ 
nal deed in the possession of Wil­ 
liam F 
Codori, proprietor of the 
Central Auto Company, was “three 
pounds and fifteen shillings of the 
real gold and silver money of Penn­ 
sylvania."

county will receive $6,445 to aid 44 
families during the next two years. 
it was revealed yesterday when the 
allocation of the funds was a n ­ 
nounced by the departm ent of wel­ 
fare. 
The appropriation is the largest 
In the history of the state and is 
expected to take care 
of

family on the waiting lists. All but 
$50,000 will go to the counties, that 
am ount being used 
to m aintain 
the bureau headquarters in the wel­ 
fare departm ent.

$22,647, for 64 families; Franklin, 
$21,202, for 46 families; Lebanon, 
$15,204, for 30 families; York, $52,-

According to reports received by 
the department of public instruc­ 
tion. the 535 Pennsylvania secondary 
schools offering the full twelve-year 
course graduated approximately 48,- 
000 students during the recent com­ 
mencement season. 
This is an in­ 
crease of about 5,000 over the previ­ 
ous year and more than 7,000 above 
the total for 1928-29. 
This increase in the number of 
graduates Is Indicative of the ten­ 
dency of boys and girls to complete 
the entire secondary school course, 
officials said. A riurilber of factors 
are responsible for this trend. One 
of the most Important is the change 
In industrial conditions which Tifnlt 
the opportunities for Individuals 
below 18 years of age. There is an 
increasing recognition on the part of 
those who employ young people that 
the basic training offered In the high 
school is essential for successful 
participation in industrial and com­ 
mercial activities, according to of­ 
ficials. 
Improvements Help 
The Improvement In the second­ 
ary school Itself Is another influ­ 
ence which has caused pupils to re­ 
main in school for a longer period. 
Not only are schools offering differ­ 
entiated courses but an attempt is 
being made throughout the com­ 
monwealth to'organize the school 
work in such a way that more at­ 
tention can be given to individual 
differences. 
The-attempt to set up techniques 
which will aid the Individual stu­ 
dent In developing his own learn­ 
ing activities is considered one of 
tile most significant phases of mod­ 
ern education. Mass Instruction is

giving way to a co-operative pro­ 
gram in which each pupil has some 
opportunity to advance at his own 
rate, and to engage in activities 
which are educationally important 
and which satisfy individual in­ 
terests. 
It is believed that the upward 
trend of high school enrollments, 
which has been experienced during 
the past ten years, will continue. 
Only 40 per cent of the individuals 
eligible to attend high school are 
now enrolled in Pennsylvania sec­ 
ondary schools. The 60 per cent re­ 
maining constitute the large group 
from which future increases will be 
drawn. 


WEIKERT FAMILY 
HISTORY WILL BE 
USED AT REUNION 


A history of the Weikert family, 
written by Edward L. Weikert, Jr., 
Gettysburg, formei representative in 
the general assembly from Adams 
county, will be used for the first 
time at the annual Weikert reunion 
to be held at Arendtsville Union 
park, July 30. 
Mr. Weikert worked eight years 
on the compilation of the history, 
tracing the geneology from 1735 to 
1930 
The book contains more than 
5,000 names and 45 illustrations. 
The compilator began with the 
Weikett 
family’s 
“home 
town” 
Weikersheim, 
Bavaria, 
Gel many, 
where progenetors of the present 
Weikerts lived for more than 200 
years prior to 1735. 
The Weikert family crest and the 
family song are features of th** book 
which contains 360 pages and is 
well bound. 
Copies of the history are now in 
public libi aries in thirty states, and 
many 
letters 
congratulating 
the 
author for his efforts in compiling 
the largb volume of family informa­ 
tion have been received by the 
author.

Washington — Crowded conditions 
In Statuary hall—a perennial topic 
in the capital—again has come to 
I the front. 
Bills to abolish the hall and erect 
a building suitable for housing the 
statues long have been pending In 
; congress. 
But nothing has been 
done. 
David Lynn, the capitol architect, 
has revived the subject. In his an ­ 
nual 
report, 
Just 
published, 
he 
states: 
It Is apparent th a t some steps 
should be taken within a very short 
time to provide for the housing of 
not only the statues already pre­ 
sented by the states, but those w hich 
are to come. 
It is apparent th a t 
the area of Statuary hall is insuf­ 
ficient." 
The heroes stand close, political 
foes in juxtaposition as often as 
champions of a simil. r cause. Lynn 
listed all of them th a t congress 
might know the hall’s probable ap­ 
pearance when all the states enti­ 
tled to send statues have complied 
with tile invitation.
